Sweeping Ahead in Albania. 
Both French and Italians, operating in 
Albania, are pushing northward on the 
heels® of the retreating Austrian Army. 
The French forcés, according to the re- 
port of thé Paris War Office tonight, 
are close to the confluence of the Devoli 
and Tomorica Rivers, (fifteen miles 
north of Berat.) Gains have also been 
made on the right or northern bank of 
the Devoli. The bulletin, which is dated 
yesterday, reads: 


Near Varamina [Macedonia] a de- 
tachment of Bulgarian assault troops 
which had succeeded in gaining a mo- 
mentary foothold upon Serbian posi- 
tions were immediately driven out. 

In Albania our troops continue to 
progress. On the right bank of the 
Devoli River we have occupied the 
heights of Kayani. Upon the left bank 
of the river we have cleared the whole 
mountainous region between the De- 
voli and the Tomorica with the excep- 
tion of the heights which dominate the 
confluence of those streams, where the 
enemy continues hig resistance. 

The total number of prisoners which 
have fallen into our hands is more 
than 400.

MURMAN EXPEDITION 
ENCOURAGES LONDON

LONDON, July 12'—It is admitted here 
today that the allied force is occupying 
Murman at the request of the local 
population, and the feeling. about the 
general Russian situation is much more 
hopeful than it was a few weeks ago. 

Details of the size and composition of 
the Murman force are naturally with- 
held, but it is evident that the plans of 
the Germans have been fully understood 
and steps are being taken with the 
entire concurrence of the Northern Rus- 
gians, whatever the Moscow Bolsheviki 
may say to defeat them. 

The German aims are believed to be 
threefold; first, -to take the Murman 
coast with the aid of the Finns and 
form submarine bases on the Northern 
Arctic coast at such points as Pet- 
changer and Kola Inlet; second, to 
geyer the Murman: Railway and inter- 
cept all direct Russian communication 
with the open sea; third, to advance on 
Vologda and so to cut communication 
between Petrograd and the Trans-Siberian 
Railway and isolate it completely from 
the world. 

The influence of the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment is believed to be steadily on 
the wane, and in many parts of the

The Sergeant sloped off, and short- 
ly after, to the astonishment of the 
officer, brought back eight Germans, 
whom he had taken with the aid of 
a chum.

The war in the air has been some- 
what hampered by the violence of the 
weather, but British airplanes have 
been carrying out the usual recon- 
noisances when visibility has. been 
fair. 

The loss of Major J. B. McCudden 
is deeply regretted by the Royal Air 
Force, who knew him as one of’ the 
most skillful and audacious pilots. He 
had not been flying at the front for

Scotland and - landed at a village in

his last. Something went wrong and 
he crashed and-was killed. 

He seems to have had no special 
method in gaining a mastery over the 
German fighting planes, but had cool 
judgment and iron nerve.

One of his most notable adventures 
was some time in February, when he 
went flying at 10,000 feet! and saw 
many enemy airplanes in the air 
about him. He mounted 560 feet 
higher and flew over them and, pick- 
ing out one, secured a good position 
and fired long bursts at him with 
both guns. The enemy fell in a ver- 
tical dive and all four wings fell off. 
Shortly afterward, flying at 5,500 
feet, he saw another enemy, and at 
@ hundred yards’ range opened fire 
on him and drove him down in flames, 
so that the ground was strewn with 
wreckage. 

He challenged a third German air- 
plane, and drove it down, with water 
flowing from the radiator. 

His own wind screen was covered 
with ice, owing to a leak. ‘ 
Recrossing the lines, he met an 
enemy machine at 15,500 feet high 
and shot it so that it was seen to 
fall sharply out of control. After that 
McCudden landed, but the same morn- 
ing went up again and fought another 
‘duel. The German aviator tried to 
avoid a fight, but was closely pur- 
sued by McCudden, who crashed him 
and saw pieces of wreckage fall on 
the field. 

That was only one day in the life 
of this fighting airman, and he had 
others like that; crowded with single 
combats and tourneys against unequal 
odds, when his brain became very 
alert and clear and he seized his 
chance every time with unfailing judg- 
ment and most deadly skill.

KERENSKY REPLIES TO CRITICS. 


Rejects Blame for Wrecking Army 
and Tolerating Lenine.

PARIS, July 11.—The Temps prints to- 
night a long letter from ex-Premier 
Kerensky of Russia controverting state- 
ments included in a severe editorial pub- 
lished Tuesday last- accusing Kerensky 
of ignoring all French opinion except 
that of the Revolutionary Socialists, of 
being ‘responsible for the abolition of 
discipline in the Russian Army, of per- 
mitting Lenine to return to Russia, and 
of abangoning Korniloff. 

Kerensky asserts that he has been 
careful to meet representatives of all 
shades of French opinion. He alleges 
‘that orders for the abolition of the death 
penalty in the Russian Army were given 
by the Petrograd Soviet without the 
knowledge of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, which at that time had not been 
definitely constituted, and that, in any 
case the orders were promulgated two 








months before he became Minister of 
War. 
Lenine, he says, returned to Russia 


under a general amnesty granted by 
Prince Lwvoff’s Ministry, which was 
composed of ten Moderates and Liberals 
and one Socialist. He denies the charge, 
of abandoning Korniloff, ‘‘ for the sim- 
ple reason that I was never in the plot 
with him.” 

Commenting on .the letter, the Temps 
repeats that Kerensky made no effort to 
meet others than Socialists here until he 
found he was receiving a very cold wel- 
come from that party. 

“We owe it to the Russian people to 
tell them the truth,’’ says the paper. 
“We owe it also to_our allies, whom 
Kerensky proposes to visit shortly. It 
is impossible to forget.that thousands of 
French soldiers and thousands of allied 
soldiers have lost their lives because the 
Russian Provisional Government showed 
itself unable to meet the situation.’’ 

The Temps suggests that as Lenine 
did not return under an amnesty, since 
he traveled from Switzerland in'a Geéer- 
man special train ard began immediate- 
ty to devote himself to defeatist propa- 
ganda, it was within the power of Ke- 
rensky and his associates .to have ex- 
pelled him. The journal adds that ap- 
parently Kerensky regards Korniloff as 
a traitor and not Lenine.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—A plan for 
action in Russia, contemplating propa- 
ganda and trade extension work by Rus- 
elans who have. resided in this country, 
was presented today to Chairman, Hitch- 
cock of the Senate Foreign Relations. 
Committee by a committee from the 
Russian-American Economic’ League, 
said to represent 500,000 Russians in the 
United States.

STOCKHOLM, July 12.—Despite checks 
attendant upon foreign intervention, dis- 
organized transportation, and famine, 
the American Y. M. C. A. is carrying 
on its Russian work. Members, totaling 
seventy are stationed from Archangel to 
East Siberia, and at least fourtcen of 
them have moved into regions convulsed 
by the guerrilla warfare raging between 
the bands of Czechoslovaks, Mongolian 
Cossacks, and Soviet troops. The re- 
maining fifty-six are stationed at Arch- 
angel, Kola, and Petrograd in the north, 
Moscow in the centre, and Nishi Novgo- 
rod, Kasan, and Samara on the Volga. 

The association chiefs, headed by E. 
T. Colton, are assigning men to points 
where prisoner exchange is proceeding 
in order ‘‘that we may help fully to 
minister to the desperately needy Rus- 
gians that are being returned by the 
Central Powers.”’ 

The association’s most difficult’ prob- 
lem is the obtaining: of supplies which 
are shipped to it from America. One 
consignment shipped from America last 
December practically reached Kola once 
only to be returned to England and un- 
loaded. It was finally reshipped to 
Archangel, where it is expected to ar- 
rive this June.: The .value of ship- 
ments is priceless, since the association 
intends to devote them to relieving the 
streams of exchanged prisoners. 

The Brest-Litovsk treaty has cleared 
up questions causing uncertainties in the 
association’s policy, and, now its men 
are rallying splendidly to.their work. 
The Hatfield-Traphagen party made un- 
expectedly good time in arriving, but 
the Penningroth group is taking longer, 
being expected at Archangel in June. 

Writing from Archangel, E: .T. Colton 
says: 

“ These are great days to be ‘in Rus- 
sia.

It is often said that the greatest mmi- 
tary conceptions are always the simplest. 
if this can be extended to mean that the 
simplest explanation of a military move 
is-‘most probably the correct one, a ready 
answer can be found to the many attacks 
which the Allies are launching against 
the German lines. These attacks have 
some common -foundation, a common 
explanation which fits. them all. They 
have ceased to be isolated instances. As 
long as they held that character it could 
with reason be stated that they were 
simply the’ acts of individual com- 
manders to improve the positions on 
their own particular fronts. Such an 
action is entirely within the province of 
a commander of a section of the line 
without reference to the commander in 
chief. Such actions, howevgr, are readily 
interpreted. But where we find a series 
of these attacks, first here and then 
there, with scarce a day between them, 
we are forced to the conclusion that a 
carefully prepared plan is in process of 
being carried out, a plan fathered by 
one man and carried out in accordance 
with one man’s wishes. That this is 
‘true of the actions on the front in 
France is becoming emphasized every 
day, since almost daily we read of the 
French _ launching a surprise attack 
soméwhere and taking anywhere from 
100 to 800 prisoners in the process. 

The simplest answer to these ettacks 
is that of attrition. It is a long time 
since that word, once so common in

Other means 
said to have been used were the ap- 
pointment of committees to confer with 
manufacturers or owners, to influence 
them .o adopt sales methods in harmony 
with the policies of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association; written and 
verbal notice given by the Secretary of 
the association to manufacturers that 
competitors not members of the associa- 
tion were selling below the net price 
named by manufacturers for resale; the 
compilation and_ distribution among 
manufacturers and wholesalers of lists 
of ‘“‘ legitimate ’’ jobbers, and influence 
on various local associations of drug 
jobbers and wholesalers to adopt policies 
in harmony with the policies of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association.

The mother cor- 
poration of all these concerns was the 
Gold and Silver Reduction Process Com- 
pany, a corporation in Germany. We 
shall show that Oscar R. Seitz, a New 
York lawyer, went to Germany just be- 
fore the- United States declared war 
and succeeded in getting the Gold and 
Silvér Reduction Company to sell in 
that country a great portion of the 
stock of the corporations which are the 
subject of this inquiry.’’ 

William A. Hamann, Treasurer of the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany, was the first witness called by 
Mr. Becker. Mr. Hamann admitted that 
a kind of mutual ownership of stock ex- 
isted among the three companies, and 
he gave the total amount of outstanding 
stock of the three as being worth $1,600,- 
000,, divided as follows: Roessler & 
Hasslacher Company, 13;000 shares, 
par value $1,300,000; the Niagara Elec-

STOPPED BY U-BOAT 
IN NORTH ATLANTIC 


Crew of Norwegian ‘Bark Set 
_ Adrift in Small Boats 300 
Miles Off Cape Race. 





DID NOT SEE VESSEL: SUNK 








Survivors Pulled Away ‘While It 
Was Still Afloat—May Be Con- 
verted Into a. Ralder. 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 12.—A 


German submarine, appearing 300 miles 
off Cape Race on July 6, captured the 
Norwegian, bark Manx King and or- 
dered the crew of nineteen to take to 
the boats, it was learned tonight when 
the survivors were brought here on a 
British steamship, which picked them 
up at sea. The survivors said they did 
not know what became of the bark, 
whether she was sunk or converted into 
a raider by the Germans. 

The Manx King, a vessel of 1,729 
gross tons, left a United States Atlantic 
port about two weeks ago. She is the 
first craft which has been reported as 
encountering a U-boat so far north in 
the Atlantic. 

The crew explained that they prompt- 
ly obeyed the order to abandon the 
bark. Pulling away rapidly, they were 
overtaken by darkness before seeing 
what disposition had been made of the 
sailing vessel. None of them reported 
having heard an explosion. 

The Manx King was built at Stock- 
ton, England, in 1884 by Richardson, 
Dock & Co. She was registered at 
Fredrikstad as owned by T. Wilhems 
and Axel Jacobsen. She was command- 
ed by Captain Helgesen. 


The last vessel. reported sunk by the U- 
boat, which destroyed more than twenty 
steamships between the American coast 
and Cape Race “since May 18, was 
the Norwegian freighter Augvald, sunk 
by, shell fire on June 23, about 1,100 
miles east of Sandy-Hook, or 125 miles 
east of Cape Race.

Sheriff Daniel J. Griffin of Kings 
County yesterday continued his search 
for Viola Davidson, 
girl who has been missing + from. her 
home at 92 Gates Avenue, Brooklyn, 
since last Saturday afternoon,,after he 
had learned that the police had not 
sent out the general alarm to watch for 
her-until almost two days after the dis- 
appearance was reported. Edward 
Davidson, father of the girl, who 
brought his family to New York from 
San Antonio, Texas, a few months ago, 
said yesterday that, while he thought 
the police were slow in. beginning their 
search for the girl, he had no complaint 
to make of their efforts.after they had.

Asserts Government Promised |< 
Orangemen in Army to Side- 
track Home Rule During War. 


BELFAST, July 12, (Associaged Press.) 
—Sir Edward H. Carson, leader of the 
Irish Unionist ‘Party, “in .addfessing a 
meeting ‘of: Orangemen here ‘today, said | 
‘that the. position ofthe Ulster leaders | 
was one of grave anxiety. The Govern- 
ment was constantly torturing and ter- 
rorizing the Ulsterites, Sir Edward de- 
clared, and in the midst of this great 
world war the indignity was put upon 
them of being threatened with subjec- 
tion to those who had not the faintest 
conception of what the words freedom 
and liberty meant. 

Many brave Ulster Orangemen now 
were sleeping their last sleep in France 
and Flanders, he said, and'before they 
left their home shores the Government 
gave them a promise.that as long as 
they remained away and the war lasted 
there would be no question raised of 
home rule. : 

‘*We will,” Sir Edward declared, 
“keep that promise as far as we are 
concerned. We will keep that promise 
to our dead brethren, come what will.” 

Sir Edward said he was sorry to see 
that some men of his'own party in Eng- 
land apparently were weakening on the 
question of home rule and Ulster. At 
present everything paled into insignifi- 
cance when compared with the war, he 
agreed, and there was no use winning in 
Ulster if they lost in France and Flan- 
ders. The duty of the Ulsterites was not 


to allow themselves to be held back 
from the great conflict by anything in 
the nature of an offensive toward those 
— govern them, Sir Edward pointed 
ou 

Political animosities should. be laid 
aside and every man should come for- 
ward and bear the burden of battle in 
winning the cause of freedom, the 
speaker said in conclusion. Great things 
had been done in Ulster, but greater 
things must yet be done.

WASHINGTON, Jmly. 12.—Secretary 
Baker, in response to a_ resolution, 
transmitted to the House today a re- 
port explaining what the War Depart- 
ment has done as to the distribution 
and making of photographs of the 
American Expeditionary Force. 

This resolution, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative A. T. Treadway of Massa- 
chusetts, resulted from the testimony 
of an official of the Universal Film 
Company, who several weeks ago told 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
contract the Committee or Pyblic In- 
formation had made with. the Pathé 
Exchange, by which they obtained the 
exclusive rights of the films taken of 
American soldiers abroad. 

In his report Mr. Baker explains that 
George Creel, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Public Information, has prepared 
the answer to this question: ..‘‘ With 
whom and by whom are contracts made 
for such exhibitions, purpo%es, ,and 
what are the conditions of the same? ”’ 
After stating how the Committee on 
Public Information had originally sold 
the films tothe big film companies at 
a nominal price, the report further ex- 
Plains that it was decided to give the 
contract to the highest bidder, who in 
competitive bidding proved to be the 
Pathe Exchange. dn this particular the 
report says: 

‘* Not one of these allied Governments, 
it may be explained, makes free gifts of 
its pictures to private enterprise, but 
handles them upon commercial lines en- 
tirely, for, in the motien picture world; 
revenue and circulation are synonymous. 

‘*It was the first contention of the 
representatives of the al Govern- 
ments that this war review should be 
offered to the highest bidder, but the 
Committee on Public Information in- 
sisted that the four news weeklies of 
the United States should be given prior 
consideration. 

‘“* As a consequence, the following of- 
fer was made to these four companies— 
the Hearst-Pathé, the Universal, the 
Mutual, and the Gaumont—that 2,000 
feet of film showing the American Ex-

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The Na- 
tional Coal Association, composed of 
bituminous operators, has submitted ‘to 
the Fuel Administrator a plan for speed- 
ing up coal production in which it is rec- 
ommends nation-wide prohibition dur- 
ing the war. The plan has been laid 
‘before President Wilson by Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield. The war, it is 
declared, cannot be waged with the 
“most important industrial activity han- 
@icapped by the drink habit among its 
Millions of employes. 

The operators’ committee also has ad- 
dressed a letter. to all Senators and 
Representatives, laying down the argu- 
ment that the country cannot have both 
liquor and its necessary amount of coal 
next Winter. The situation, it is said, 
is" critical and immediate relief must be 
sought in the way indicated. 

The committee has in its possession 
fecent statistics to show that the liquor 
traffic is regularly curtailing the pro- 
duction of coal in practically every min- 
ing section. Operators complain that 
after every pay day there is great dif- 
ficulty in making up labor crews be- 
cause men take three or four days off 
to have a spree and loaf around drink- 
ing places. Many who get back in less 
time are unfit for normal service for a 
week, it is asserted 

The. statistics cover wide areas in 
Illinois, West Virginia, and Pennsyl- 
vania, where comparisons can be made 
for.a period of two or three years be- 
tween the outout in dry and wet ter- 
ritory: The larger output reported in 
every case is in dry sections. 

The normal output of the bituminous 
coal industry is 400,000,000 tons and this 
year, in view of the speeding up of war 
industries, the mark is set for an in- 
crease of 100,000,000 tons. The operators 
agree almost unanimously that this can 
never be attained, or even hoped for, 
with drink conditions as they now are. 
The National Coal Association issued 
the following statement today in its call 
for prohibition: © 

‘‘ Nation-wide prohibition for the 
period of the war is absolutely essentia), 
in the opinion of the National Coal As- 
sociation, representing bituminous coal 
operators with an annual production = 
nearly 400,000,000 tons, to make effec- 
tive any plan for sveeding up the mines 
sufficiently to get the 10,000,000 ad- 


ditional tons of coal the country will 
require this Winter. 
“A definite program for increased coal 
roduction, placed formaliy before the 
Pinited States Fuel Administration as the 
best thought of the industry, carries 
with it the recommendation that nation- 
wide prohibition be put into effect at 
once. The “oal Production Committee of 
the National Coal Association, which 
formulated the program, also has -ad- 
ed a letter to each member of Con-

WASHINGTON, July 12. — Senate 
‘“wets’"’ and ‘“drys’’ tonight were 
trying to reach a ‘‘ gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’? for a series of three-day re- 
cesses until Aug. 26, when war-time pro- 
hibition shall be taken up and kept con- 
tinuously before the Senate until dis- 
posed of.

They fear a 
filibuster running into weeks, with the 
possibility that they will face loss of the 
advantage they now hold. 

‘* Wets "’ are unwilling to allow a day 
for voting to be fixed so far in advance. 
They say that developments in the 
meantime may work. to their disadvan- 
tage. 

Negotiations went on ail day. At one 
time the plan included a joint recess of 
both houses until Aug. 20, and there is 
still some consideration of this plan. 
But, in view of the failure of last 
week’s attempt to get the House to join 
in a recess, Senate leaders are disposed 
to let the House do as it pleases while 
they recess under their own rules. If 
the Senate takes three-day rests, over- 
lapping, the House probably will do 
likewise.

POTASH| AND PEACE, 
Whenever the German people com- 
plain about a new reduction of feod 
rations, learned persons from the uni- 
veraities assure them that their foes 
are suffering for lack of German pot- 
ash. Dark pictures are drawn of 
agriculture in this country, and else- 
where, restrained by the withdrawal of 
this fertilizer, and it is asserted that 
Americans will concede almost any- 
thing at the peace confefence if they 
can get potash for their barren fields, 
This time it tg Professor RoTu who 
seekg thus to encourage the hungry. 
Of course he knews, as many of 
them do not, that there is no warrant 
for what he says, The answer to all 
these misleading assertions is given by 
erep reports. In this country agri- 
culture has not languished for lack of 
Germany's potash. For this year’s 
harvest our farmers increased by more 
than 20,000,000 acres the area culti- 
vated for the leading food preducts. 
Crops of corn; barley, rye, and rice 
are the largest ever knewn, There 
will be 240,000,000 bushels more of 
wheat than were harvested last year, 
with a surplus of nearly 400,000,000, 
whieh our war partners can have. 
These great yields have been obtained 
without the help ef German potash. 
Canada, having no such aid, has !n- 
ereased her wheat crop from 232,000,- 
000 to 300,000,000 bushels, and there 
have been abundant harvests in other 
countries from which Germany’s foes 
draw supplies. 
It has been shown that our farmers 
ean do very well without fhe potash 
from Germany. And we are beginning 
te supply from our own territory what 
may be needed. We have American 
potash from kelp and as a by-product 
of certain industries. It is coming 
from the waters of a Western lake 
where very great quantities are held 
in solution. After the war we shall 
net need Germany’s potagh, dyestuffs, 
er chemicals. Potash, which Profes- 
ser RotH calls Germany’s trump card 
for the peace negotiations, will have 
no weight at the conference table.

Not only 
were the tugs highly inefficient in the 
performance of a task for which they 
were not intended, but many of them 
seen so seriously were injured in doing 
the little they could that they had to be 
retired from all service for leng periods 
while repairs were made and broken 
propellers replaced. The result was that 
not only did the city have to go without 
coal, in spite of the fact that there were 
large quantities of it just across the 
Hudson, but harbor transportation of 
every other kind suffered almost as 
much as did ‘the movement of coal. 
Now, the construction of boats compe- 
tent to break a way for themselves and 
ether boats through ice vastly thicker 
and better compacted than this port ever 
knows ifs a problem that was solved 
years and years ago. They cannot bo 
built in a day er a week, but before 
Winter comes again New York could 
have the two real ice-bregkers which are 
declared by Mr, Ronerrson to be as 
many as it needs. They would not have 
to be anything like as large, pewerful, 
or expensive as are those in uge en the 
Great Lakes along the coasts of sev- 
eral Northerr¥ European countries.

War Department that the officers are 
prisoners in the hands of the enemy. 
The reagon {s that under international 


law the salaries of such prisoners must 


be, and. therefore in theery are, paid 
by the Gevernment that captures and 
holds them to the Gevernment they are 
no longer serving, and from the money 
thus received the regular allotments to 
dependents can be made. 

That is a fine law and a sensible one. 
In the United States and other civilised 
countries its provisions are scrupulously 
carried out. As it happens, however, 
we are at war with a country that pays 
no attention at all to international law 
and international agreements, and nat- 
urally it has made no remittances out 
ef which the needs of our captured offi- 
cers can be met. In the circumstances, 
to stop the allotments from our’ own 
Treasury, while entirely legal, is equally 
absurd and equally wrong, It is the 
fron enforcement of a good rule’ with- 
out regard to conditions as they exist— 
to conditions that make the good rule a 
bad and stypid one, | 

It is.no excuse for the War Depart- 
mént offielals to say that the law pre- 
vents them from doffig otherwise than 
they do, It js their ebvieus duty to call 
the attention of Congress to the state of 
affairs as it is-se different from what 
it ought te’ he—and to get the law se 
changed that our Government can make 
the alletments now and eollect later 
from Germany, in the happy time to 
come when Germany will do what she 
is told to do by the decent peoples of 
the world.

The mere 
fact of Germany's proving herself ta be an 
outlaw nation—a dead nation—by no means 
proves that her language is unfit to survive, 
er that it will not survive. 

The trouble that has precipitated all this 
discussion ig just this: The German language 
has unfortunytely been presented in text- 
books by authors whe were unable to detach 
the study of language from the national and 
political ideals of the Germans. They have, 
most of them, presented the language not so 
much as werthy of study as a language, but 
as a medium through whieh te acquaint the 
world with Kultur.. This, of coursge,, has 
been all wrong, What we need is corrective 
texts—texts that wiil preserve the language 
but destrdby the philosophy. Goethe is an 
interesting study in pure literature in this 
very connection. Ha is a‘ world writer, He 
shoul4 have written a textbook for the Ger- 
mans. Let us have textboek authors who 
are imbued with the genuinely linguistic 
and literary spirit ef the language, and there 
will be no question of German in our schools,

CURE FOR GAS POISON. 


Qintment Provided for Men Whe Are 
Exposed——Masks Again Defended. 


‘ Apectal to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, July -12.-The War 
Department denied today for the second 
time the’story that the masks of Ameri- 
can soldiers abroad do not protect them 
from German mustard gas. The state- 
ment is issued by the Chemiesal Welfare 
Section of the army and follows: 

‘‘ Protection against any of the\ gases 
now in use by the Germans is given to 
American soldiers by the masks: now 
being worn. Statements that American 
masks do not protect soldiers from the 
effects of mustard gas are not war- 
ranted. The masks new worn will pro- 
tect soldiers as long as they are re- 
quired to remain in areas drenched by 
gas. The clothing wern by the soldiers 
will resist the effects of the gas for a 
normal period, As an added precaution, 
the soldiers are now provided with a 
neutralizing ointment to be rubbed on 
those parts of the body where mustard

New Gritish Controller Praises

LONDON, July 12.—Food contre] in 
England probably will continue for at 
least a short while after the ending of 
hostilities, according to John R. Clynes, 
the new head of the Food Ministry, 
Discussing thia subject with The Daily 
Telegraph, the new Controller said: 

“Whether the Food Ministry will be 
continued after the war depends on 
how long the war lasts, but it is clear 
the conditions created will not suddenly 
disappear when it is ended, and for a 
considerable time the allied nations will 
be required to act in co-operation both 
as regards supplies and prices until 
nermal conditions reappear.

WASHINGTON, July 12. — President 
Wilson sent to the House today his 
third veto message in ten days. He 
disapproved the bill carrying the an- 
nual appropriation for the Department 
ef Agricultyre, because it’ contained a 
proviso fixing the minimum price of 
wheat at $2.40 a bushel for the incom- 
ing crop. The President based his 6t- 
jectiona upon the fact that the bill fixed 
an arbitrary price, which prineiple, he 
asserted, did not result as satisfactorily 
to the producer and consumer as the 
present method of regulating the price 
by conferences with all concerned. 

The House originally established the 
price at $2.20 a bushel, which was ac- 
ceptable to the Food Administration, 
and this was afterward fixed by Bxecu- 
tive order, The Senate amended the 
bill, and raised the figure to $2.50 a 
bushel. This the House declined to ac- 
eept, and the conferees of both houses 
were in a deadlock for more than five 
weeks. When it was thought that Con- 
gress would take a five weeks’ recess 
last Saturday the House compromised 
on a price of $2.40 a bushel, which was 
agreed to by the Senate, although at 
the time it was semi-officially an- 
nourced that the President would not 
approve the bill containing this provise. 

Representative A. F. Lever, Chairman 
of the Committee on Agriculture, was 
prepared when the President's veto mes- 
sage was received this afternoon to 
move for the acceptance of the bill 
with the objectionable section eliminat- 
ed, but was unable to do so because of 
the absence of a quorum, Only 208 of 
the 485 members responded to call of 
the House, and business was conducted 
most of the day without a quorum.

: mente to Portugal.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The War 
‘Trade Board has decided that hereafter 
all licenses for the exportation of raw 
cotton to Portugal shall, be issued only 
upon the condition that the cotton shall 
be carried from the United States to 
Portugal at a freight rate not exceeding

Such indorsed dock permits thereafter 
are to be made a part of the records 
of the War Trade Board.

“Jeremiah in an attempt to escape the 


jurisdiction of the courts, was closely 
cross-examined yesterday on the ques- 
tion of his loyalty. Assistant United 
States Attorney Barnes took this line 
after John O’Leary’s counsel, Colonel 
Felder, nad endeavored to convince the 
jury that the defendant manifested no 
active sympathy for his brother's propa- 
ganda and was in every respect a loyal 
American citizen. 

Under Mr. Barnes’s cross-examination, 
however, Jeremiah admitted that he had 
received a letter from his brother John 
following a big pro-German mass meet- 
ing at the Brooklyn Academy. of Music 
in December, 1914, which read as fol- 
lows: 


Dear Jerry—I sent you all the oe 
from the Brooklyn papers, wi 
showing their positions in the Se 
I heard all the speeches from he back 
row of the Rgeevnnenir and I must say that 
far Bay ae me very much, not 
was well worded and _— 


Following this evidence big John 
O’Leary's approval of his brother's at- 


titude toward the war, the prosecutor 


also brought Jeremiah to admit that 
John O’Leary was an active member of 


‘the American Truth Society, of which 


Jeremiah was President, and that John 
had taken an active part in the Mar- 
tine-Westcott primary fight in New 
Jersey, the object of which was to de- 
feat President Wilson’s candidate for 
Senator. In testifying to these episodes 
Jeremiah maintained that President 
Wilson’s policy had forced this country 
into war with Germany when it could 
have justly kept out of the war. ‘Plead- 
ing repeatedly that his memory was 
weak as to many of the alleged disloyal 
utterances which Mr. Barnes called to 


his attention, he finally made thé fol- 
lowing blanket admissions as to the 
contents of many of his speeches: 


Speeches Were as Dreams. 

“TI cannot recollect precisely what I 
dic say in those speeches. My speeches 
were to me more or less like dreams. 
I would .go to a meeting with certain 
definite ideas in my head and would 
speak extemporaneously, driving along 
upon the inspiration which 1 would get 
from my audiences. I will say this: 
I constantly attacked the Administration 
for pussyfooting with regard to Eng- 
land, and enforcing strict neutrality 
with regard to Germany. I firmly be- 
lieved that such a policy would in- 
evitably lead us into the war.” 

Time and time again during the cross- 
examination O’Leary expressed resent- 
ment against England, denying any im- 
putation against his loyalty so far as 
this country was concerned, but insist- 
ing that his entire grievance and propo- 
ganda were in defense of Irish freedom. 
His speeches on tHat score were of 
puch length and vehemence that the 
Court called him to order and directed 
his attention to the specific questions 
at hand. He became excited when Mr. 
Barnes read the following paragraph, 
written by O’Leary in a pamphlet pub- 
lish py the American Truth Society, be— 
fore the United States entered the; war:

King asked Senator Walsh of Montana, 
Chairman of a sub-committee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, to call a 
meeting for tomorrow to consider the 
King bill-for suppression of the foreign 
language press. Senator Walsh: com- 
pled, and the sub-committee, consisting 


of Senators Walsh, King, and Dilling- 
ham, will meet tomorrow. 

Senator King will suggest that a thor- 
ough investigation be made of the entire 
subject of German influence on the 
American press through the use of 
money or otherwise. He strongly favors 
an inquiry that will establish whether 
the Bon Grp ge aueumee ress is being sup- 
ported to any extent by German money 
or used for the spread Of Teuton 
eg in this country. He will urge
